Berlin residents swept up glass and 


debris from scores of British bombs

set a string of fires and dug craters 
in.-parts of the. capital in a three- 
hour attack Wednesday night. 


H was Berlin's worst air-raid. Bri- 


tish planes crossed and recrossed the 
heart of the city as they dropped 
thundering charges but two miles 
from Adolf Hitler's chancellory.

British Civilians Killed 


Civilians were kil- 


led in all of some 20-odd areas which 


i/were hardest hit. Reports from around 
the country spoke of '"hundreds of 
bombs" being dropped, of "twenty 
bombs dropped in quick succession," 
and of "fifty bombs dropped quick- 
ly." 


Nazi bombers staged the longest sus" 


tained attack of the war on London 
itself, lighting the night sky to day- 
light brilliance with fire warfare and 
blasting high explosive bombs in many 
sections of the capital's ring outskirts 
in a seven hour attack which lasted 
practically from darkness to dawn. 


In the London area where the raid- 


ers seemed to mean business—this nor 
mere "nuisance raid"—bombs were 
dropped both by single planes and 
by small waves of planes. 


Peace Is Sought 


VIENNA — (/P)— Hungarian-Ruman- 


ian delegations brought to this cap- 
ital of old Austria by Axis "peace- 
makers" communicated

from Rome and Berlin for a Transy-

It takes an hour and a half to make 


a tour of this burial ground because 
like the cattle pens in the Chicago and 
Kansas City stockyards, this strip 
of mcadowland is divided int osep- 
aratc Jots.

But instead of wooden planks for 


the dividing barriers each pen of an 
acre each filled with metal wreckage 
12 feet high is separated by wings 
from fuselage of German airplanes. 


The 157 men smashing this wreck- 


age rather enjoy their work because 
almost as fast as they pile it into 
mounds the material is hauled away 
and melted into clean metal for new 
Spitfires and Hurricanes.

The metal used by the Germans in 


the construction of airplanes1 is first 
grade, said one government technician 
who was examining the charred re- 
mains of a Junkers.

In one heap, rapidly nearing the 


12-foot mark, there was nothing but 
piping and tubing. 


"There's enough good material in 


this lot to make plenty of new air- 
planes for England," the workman 
told me. "They're piling up fast now. 
If the boys go on snooting them down 
we'll' have to put on more help to take 
care of the overflow."

all over," said Mr. Futrell, 


when tabulation of unofficial returns 
from 1,949 of the state's 2,169 pre- 
cincts showed Justice Holt leading 
by 10,732 votes. Afcout 214,000 ballots 
were cast in the boxes reported. 


Justice Holt issued a statement s§yT 


ing: "I am profoundly grateful to 
the people of Arkansas for the honor 
again conferred on me. The confidence 
reposed fills me not only with pride 
but with a keen sense of the res- 
ponsibility of my position. My limit- 
ed experience on the Supreme Court 
makes me cognizant of the qualificat- 
ions essential to effective service and 
I shall give the best I possess to 
render such service."

Writer Soys It's 
as American as 
Indian Corn 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — At the Depart 


ment of Commerce, they tell you tha 
the No. 1 problem for the economic 
trouble shooters in the national de 
fense program is RUBBER. 


Funny thing about rubber—it's as 


American as Indian corn. But now tha 
this hemisphere is facing a crisis, an 
adequate rubber supply is almost as 
far .away as star dust. 


Rubber was unknown until wander- 


ing adventurers before the 17th cen- 
tury watched South American Indians 
playing with a ball that bounced like 
nothing the white men had ever seen 


- 
Back to Buggy RMes 


Yet today, if rubber imports to the 


western hemisphere were shut 
off; 


about 30,000,000 motor vehicles woulc 
cease to chug, the defense program 
would'be dead, and the horse-and- 
buggy 'days (without rubber- tires) 
would come' back. 
-. 
„ 


The United States uses 50,00 tons 


of rubber a month. Seventy-five per 
cent for tires. Ninety-eight per cen 
of the 'world supply of rubber comes 
fpm-.the Dutch East Indies and Bri- 
tisli Malaya (each ' produces arounc 
376,000 tons a year). A paltry 16,000 
tons a year come from Brazil, on the 
continent' where rubber first bounced 
into.the economic picture Africa, Cen- 
tral 'America, other South American 
countries and India account for the 
rest.. " 


Looking over the record and con- 


sidering "any eventuality," it does 
look pretty black for rubber if worst 
ccmes to worst. But even though you 
might have a year-and-a-half of dis- 
comfort, in event of a rubber shortage, 


thete.'$ ho more use worrying about 
rubber than about tin. 


Synthetics On tlie Way 


..Synthetic rubber (there are se- 
veral) ate Well btl their, Way. We pro- 
duced. IjtOO tons of usable synthetic 
rubber. laSt year. If this seems only 
a drop in the bucket, fiote that we 
will produce 10,000 tons this year. 


Under gbvernment-subsfdlzezd plant, 


expansion : to tthe tune of nboiit half 
a billfon dollars (one-twentieth of 
the present national defense outlny) 
We probably could be supplying the 
full demand in eighteen months to two 
years. 


Synthetic rubbed is three to five 


times as costly j>s the natural pro- 
duct under the present set-up. This 
will not be true even1 a year from 
now. It does not mean that finish- 
ed synthetic rubber products. will cost 
anything like that much more. 


To conserve rubber, we could have 


driveless days for our 30,000,000 cars 
and trucks. We could use retreads 
when'the old tires blew out We could 
decrease the national speed limit (rub- 
ber experts estimate that if every- 
body held throttles to 30 or 40 miles 
per hour, it would odd months to'our 
rubber supply). We even could re- 
claim rubber from worm-eaten rubber 
bands, bursted toy balloons and tired 
blimps. Somewhere along (lie line we 
would turn to our approximately'eight' 
months supply of raw and finished 
rubber. 


Might Grow Our Own 


It might be tough, but it Undoubted- 


ly would work, and perhaps in a 
year or 'two, Department of Agricul- 
ture experts, working with the na- 
tural supply in South and Central 
America, and California, would have 
£i satisfactory crop of natural rubber 
'in the offing. 


Tho Department of Commerce says 


that if we have an enemy in the world 
he had better not plan on licking us 
by snapping up all the world's rub- 
ber. 


He might upset the rubber-tired 


applo cart for a while, but in the 
end, we'd be pop-popping along on 
nil four wheels-as if nothing had hap- 
pened.

WASHINGTON - The portion of a 


senator's mail that disgusts him most 
is comprised not of the signed let- 
ters from constituents telling him they 
will defeat him the next time he runs, 
but the missives from sulkers who send 
in venomous remarks carefully un- 
signed.

ald Nye of North Dakota is a case 
in point. An anonymous correspon- 
dent who disagreed with his opposit- 
ion to the- conscription bill wrote:

are doing, you dirty rat of a Nazi. 
Why don't you get smart to yourself 
and go over to Germany if you like 
it so well?" 


Another of the same ilk who liked 


Nye's stand wrote: 


"It is the international Jews who arc 


trying to get this country into war. 
We ought to run them into a con- 
centration camp." 


They got Senator Nye's goat because 


as he phrased it, there is danger in 
these "mu ttorings of the gutter." He 
sees in both prejudices a peril to the 
United States.

Bill Designed to Foster 


Trade 


Little public attention has been dir- 


ected to a bill designed to finance 
increased trade with the Latin Amer- 
ican countries, now in the 
senate 


after the house passed it. 


The bill, direct outgrowth of the Pan 


American conference at Havana, gives 
larger powers and more money to the 
Export-Import Bank. 


This concern, a banking 
corporat- 


ion orgiinixed under the code of the 
District of Columbia was formed by 
r-xeculive order of the President in 
1934. 
Purpose of the bank is to aid 


in financing trade and to' facilitate 
exports tind imports between the U. 
£;. and foreign countries. 


Lending authority of the bank has 


been changed several times, the final 
limit being ?200,000,000. The corporat- 
ion is authorized to continue until 
June 30, 1941. 


The bill now before the senate 


would increase the lending power by 
$500,000,000, Ihe present 5200,000,000 al- 
ready having been loaned or com- 
mitted. Also, the life of the bank 
woulld be increased to 1947. 


Tho bill virtually cancels certain 


other laws. One such act limits total 
loans to one country or its nationals 
to $20,000,000. This restriction is re- 
moved by the bill. Also removed are 
restrictions—so far as Latin American 
countries' arc involved—on loans to 
previous defaulters and on loans to 
finance the purchase of arms and 
munitions by other countries. 


Chief opposition to the bill has 


been from persons who say that if we 
help Latin America to develop her 
p.priculture and industry, her products 
will then compete with U. S. pro- 
ducts in world markets. 


Its bn-kers reply that the bill is 


designed to help southern countries 
to produce more rubber, tin, mang- 
anese, tungsten, chrome, drying oils, 
wax, 
cocoa, quinine, mercury and oth- 


er materials for which the U. S. 
would be a ready market.
